China c e r t a i n ly aoes present 
jrave dangers, but at this stage 
hey are more ideological than mil 
tary. It is quite in the cards that 
Russia even 
though 
dominating 


hat vast country politically, would 
ind it a white elephant. 


This is so because China while 


potentially a great power is back- 
ward and undeveloped. From the 
m i l i t a r y aspect she not only 
wouldn't be any great asset to Rus 
sia, but on the contrary would in- 
volve heavy expenditures for 
de 
velopmcnt. P r p g r e ss calls for 
mountainous 
cfiorts 
and 
great 
sums of money. 


Putting China on her feet isn't 


a matter of years. It involves de- 
cades. 
So at this juncture neither 
Eu- 


rope nor the Orient hold threats of 
another world war in anything like 
the 
near 
future. 
Perhaps 
as 
Churchill says, it may be averted 
forever. 
But this doesn't mean the strug 
gle between communism and 
de- 
mocracy is drawing to a close. It 
will continue but along ideological 
ines rather than as a "shooting 
war"—at least 
so long 
as 
the 


Allies keep themselves 
militarily 
strong as a preventive. 
It therefore remains to be seen 


whether for democracies 
are 
as 
good with ideas as they are with 
guns. For the conflict will be won 
or lost with ideas. General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower pinned that 
down 
yesterday in his first commence 
ment 
address 
as 
president 
of 
Columbia university. Said he; 
"In the 
years 
ahead 
of you 
graduates, the fundamental strug- 
gle of our time may be decided 
—between those who would further 
apply to our daily lives the 
con 
opt of individual 
freedom 
anc 
quality; and 
those 
who would 


ubordinate the individual to 
the 


ictates of the state. 
In this war of ideologies the de 
nccracies must

New York, June 2 —(/P)— The 


possibility of armed 
conflict 
in 


the United States over establish- 
ment of "socialism" is admitted 
oy a defendant in the Communist 
conspiracy trial. 
But the fault would lie with "Wall 
Street" interests — not with the 
Communist party—John Gates, ed- 
itor of the Communist Daily Work- 
er, testified yesterday. 


Gates told the court: 
"We advocated winning a ma- 


jority of the American people lor 
the establishment of socialism, and 
we sought a peaceful means of 
doing that. 


"And the only way force and vio- 
lence would come into the picture 
would be if the big corporations 
and financial interests would at- 
tempt to prevent 
the 
American 


people from instituting socialism 
when they so desired." 
Judge Harold R. Medina com- 


mented that "maybe that is the 
catch in it." 


t The witness asked, "the catch in 
what, sir?" 
The judge replied: "As to how 
ou figured that out. Do you say 
ou would wait until they did use 
\e force and violence first before 
ou would try to overcome it?" 
Harry Sachor of defense counsel 
bjected and the judge withdrew 
1C question. 
Gates, first of the eleven defend- 
nts to testify, spent his sixth day 
>n the witness stand. The eleven, 
all members of the U. S. Red Polit- 
uro, are charged with conspiracy 
o advocate violent overthrow of 
he government.
